On  November  5,  1968,  at  three  o'clock  a  pep  rally  was  sponsored  by  the  G.A.A.,  B.A.A.  and 
the  Yearbook.  It  was  held  in  the  Weber  Gymtorium  for  the  student  body  in  the  form  of  a  stand-up 
assembly.  The  purpose  of  the  assembly  was  to  foster  school  spirit  and  to  increase  yearbook  sales.  The 
following  Friday  was  the  big  Football  Game  between  Wallaceburg  and  Essex,  and  of  course  a  pep  rally  was  just 
the  thing  we  needed.  Our  "school  spirit"  was  portrayed  as  a  corpse  and  it  was  rumoured  that  Sheryl  Sutherland  acted 
as  our  "ghost".  The  cheerleaders  put  on  a  short  demonstration  of  what  was  to  come  and  both  the  Junior  and  Senior 
Tartan  teams  were  introduced  in  defensive  and  offensive  groups.
